They are foond in the 
street till late in the evening, learning the 
vulgar and profane habits of thise fer in 
vice: they may be seen hanging ateund 
‘groceries, bar-roonis, and storés; where 
crowds gather ; bat they are scldo'.. found 
engaged in study. 

A lazy boy is not only @ bad boy bat « 
disgrace to his parents, for it is through 
their neglect that he became thas. No na- 
rents however poor, in these times of cheap 
books and newspapers, need let their chil 
dren grow up in idleness; If they cannot 
be kept at manual Iahor, lef their minds he 
kept at work;make thet’ industrious scholars 
and they will be industrious at ah businexs 
they may undertake in after life.
